Senator Jackson Leads Ohi

State Senator M. Morris 
Jackson. (D-21) is taking 
the initiative in the Ohio 
legislature to provide con- 
gressional voting rights for 
the District of Columbia. 

Sen. Jackson will in- 
troduce a resolution to 
ratify a constitutional 
amendment granting full 
voting rights to the predo- 
minantly black city with a 
population of nearly 


“The amendment was’ 
passed last week by the 
U.S. Senate after;being ap- 
proved by the House of Re- 
presentatives in March. 


The measure must now be 
ratified by three-fourths 
(38) of the states before 
becoming effective. 

It is expected the 
amendment will be adop- 
ted by the states, which 
will end 177 years of “tax- 
ation without represent- 
ation” for the residents of 
Washington, D.C. 

“Passage of the amend- 
thent would give equal 
rights to the last group of 
Americans who are not 
directly” represented in 
Congress,” said Sen. Jack- 
son. “The District of 
Columbia has a larger pop-

ulation than 10 states but 
its people, who paid over 
$1 billion in federal income 
taxes last year, do not have 
a voice in Congress.”

A few days after U.S. District 
Judge Frank J. Battisti withdrew his 
remedial orders requiring system- 
wide desegregation, the Cleveland 
board of education announced it had 
available for its use more than 3 
million dollars. It will now be possible 
to open a dual school system for 
another year in Cleveland. 

Such cynicism on the part of the 
board provides one more indication 
of the breakdown of institutional 
authority and the continued erosion 
of respect for law. 


~Cleveland has reached ‘a state of 


passive anarchy. The major centers- 


of public life are broken. 

Mayor Kucinich has rhetoric but he 
lacks the intellectual stamina. Nor 
does he seem able to forge a black- 
white coalition to serve its own in- 
terests against the supposed interest 
of “big business” and. “political 
cronyism.” 

The problem with populist rhetoric 
historically in this country has been 
its inability to overcome the practical 
consequences of white racism. 

Kucinich's populist eloquence, 
would be more believable were it 


- matched by a commitment to school 


desegregation. For Cleveland cannot 
recover its political will, its ecnomic 
integrity, and those symbols of unity 
which define an informed, energetic 
citizenry, without school 
desegregation.

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The biggest problem facing Negro 
business today is getting into the 
second generation. No matter how 
successful the first generation 
business is, the funeral of the owner 
is sadly, all too often, the beginning 
of the demise of the business. Very 
few children of the original owners of 
a business are interested in 
becoming a part of it and steering it 
into a second generation operation, 

This is especially true of 
businesses that operate in the 
protected area of the segregated 
system that most of us live in, or 
where there is little threat of white 
competition. 

This problem is the greatest threat 
to Black people establishing an 
economic foothold in present day 
American society. It is a problem 
that, if we don’t solve, Negroes will 
have no base for furnishing em- 
ployment for their own people. 

There are plenty of opportunities 
for Negroes to go into business 
today, but, because so few Blacks 
have any practical experience, all 
too often many of the business we 
are starting today have exceptionally 
high percentages of failure. They 
never have a chance to get into the 
second generation. 

Another deterring factor plaguing 
¢Negro business, is that if the 
business is successful and, unfor- 
tunately the owner dies, there are no 
Blacks financially able to effect a 
purchase so the business then 
becomes a liability to the estate. 

The improvement in the earning 
power of Black people has greatly 
increased the income of most Black 
professionals. Our present day crop 
of lawyers and doctors are earning in 
the average range of their white 
counterparts. 

Even here we find that second 
generation operations are rare. Even 
where the son of a doctor or lawyer 
may train for the same profession, 
‘the son or daughter seldom teams up 
with the parent. Thus they prefer to 
start out in a strange community 
rather than taking advantage of the 
base built up by the parent over many 
years. : 

Apparently the parents income was 
good enough to provide a good 
education in the best schools, but 
not attractive enough to induce them 
to let their buckets down where they

For some reason, our present day 
Black youth don’t seem too in- 
terested in business.

Despite the fact that the Black 
Population in Cleveland is gradually 
climbing near the 50% mark, the 
number of Black owned business is 
declining. 

Black women are not interesting 
themselves in businesses either. 
Seventy-five years ago we produced 
a Maggie Walker who built a frater- 
nal organization and a bank in Rich- 
mond, Va. Later Annie E. Malone and 
Aelia Walker built cosmetic firms of 
great ‘hote. Today our outstanding 
Black women are job holders rather 
than business people. 

Our trend today is to be dependent 
upon somebody else to provide the 
jobs we need. Yet our total income is 
up in the 70 billion dollar range. Most 
every other racial group operates 
more businesses than we do, in- 
cluding their own neighborhoods. 

One bank in the Polish neigh- 
borhood of Cleveland has more 
assets than the two Black owned 
banks. The few. Chinese there are in 
Cleveland, operate more successful 
restaurants than we do. You can sur- 
vey most any line of business 
you will find the same-resuits. 

The more money we earn,. 
poorer we get because other peop 
make the profit on what we spend’ 
and, we are big spenders. : 

Young Blacks had better wake up. 
A few years spent in starting’ a 
business of your own will give you a 
much more successful future than 
the job you now have.

Preaching and 
counseling remain the primary focus and 
concern of black ministers. 

Cultural and religious patterns in- 
volving preaching style and music, 
dynamic spirituality, and sophisticated 
rhythms and singing performance 
techniques show greater similarities than 
differences across denominational lines. 

Research results also challenge the 
myth that college blacks abgndon 
church, although black teen par- 
ticipation in the church has declined 
precipitously during the past decade and 
more. 


This survey reveals many of the com- 
plex and contradictory forces at work in 
the urban black comminity. To list all its 
conclusions, however, would be to over- 
simplify: the fascinating profile which 
emerges ftom the structure of this study.

CAN AMERICA BE GOVERNED’ 


There have been times when political leadership 
has been incompetent, corrupt, or otherwise in- 
capable of governing wisely, but only in the past five 
years or $0 has there been any question about 
2 apa a ability to administer this complex 
nat 


The questioning has come about partly because of 
the duplicity in the way the war in Vietnam was 
foisted on the public, and partly because of the 
revelations of the Watergate scandal, which saw high 
officials spending their time scheming to commit 
illegal acts and to escape publishment. 

Both of those developments coincided with a time 


‘ of deep social change within the nation. . Later, 


recession and its aftermath shook people's con- 
fidence in their leadership. 

President Carter is reaping the results of a decade 
of cynicism, and we have to recognize that his low 
standing in the polls, and the relative weakness of 
today's Presidency is in large part due to that 
negative cynicism. 

he press has been full of speculations about the 
ability of this. Administration ‘o govern the nation. 
Those speculations are unworthy, for the Administra- 
tion is, by and large, made up of people more com- 
petent and more committed to doing right than those 
in previous Administrations. 

When healthy skepticism turns to destructive | 
negativism, the integrity of democratic institutions is 
called into question. That's a dangerous development. 
The government is weakened in its dealings with 
other nations, and it becomes more difficult to do 
what needs to be done here at home. 

The Administration is rightly concerned with its 
image, and with the way it has been perceived.as drif- 
ting and confused. But it cannot simply assume that 
this is just a public relations problem that can be 
dealt with through PR devices. 

To a degree at least, the Administration's dif- 
ficulties are self-inflicted. It may have indulged in 
over-promising during the campaign, and its delay in 
fulfilling some of its’ promises bred cynicism and 
distrust. 

Polls taken at the time of the 1976 election indicate 
that President Carter's majority was drawn to him 
because they wanted an activist President who would 
undertake domestic reforms, who would end high 
unemployment, and fight for the interests of minorities 
and working people. 

Thus, when the Administration's priorities came to 
be seen as balancing the budget and postponin 
domestic reformsdissatistaction was encouraged, The 
Administration has. compiled a fairly reasonable 
record on creating jobs, targeting urban development 
monies, and other important steps. ' 

But it has also shown a distressing tendency to trim 
its sails when faced with Congressional intran- 
sigence, Instead of fighting against a tax cut for the

“MF,” the vulgar sian 
word combination of blac 
people. still is dominan: in 
the vocabulary, It is not 
heard so much among 
older people, but prevails 
in young black people's 
Slang. 

It is the remnan: of the 
dozens of some years ago 
when it was horseplay for a 
man “to give his friend a 
message ‘© take to the 
friend's mother--"'Telj her 
I'll be over about 12." One 
does not hear much of the 
dozens anymore. but “MF” 
dominates. ‘w 

The words seemingly are 
all-black, for one has not 
heard white people use it 
freely. They seem to shun 
the word altogether. One 
has _not- been around alt: 
white groups who fly off 
with slang and cursing, but 
it seems to be absent, even 
among hillbillies. 

Whites have been called 
to witness stands in courts 
ard asked to repeat what 
they heard some black 
defendan: say. It has been 
noticeable that there was a 
marked reluctancé to 
repeat the exaci curse 
words--the old reliable 
“MF.” It just seems to be 
absent from the white 
man's vocabulary, one way 
or another, _ 

Contras: that reluctance 
of a white witness with the 
willingness of a black wit- 
ness who biurts out the 
word “MF" withou: any 
hesitancy whatever. This 
has been noticed many 
times in court sessions. If a 
witness has to report a 
conversation of a black 
assailant, the word will 
show up.

As was nvied above, the 
prevalency of “MF"’ exists 
among ‘teenagers into 
adulthood.

The words dominate the 
conversation, especially if 
some ieenager is narrating 
an episode with a rival. It 
hangs as an aura among 
young girls and boys as 
they parade the. streets: 
smoking cigarettes and 
reefers.

residents have in their hal- 
lucinations about Negro 
neighbors. 

The black man howls 
about not being able ‘o do 
this and that; not to be 
able to live here and there, 
and puts all of the blame 
on prejudice. Prejudice is 
a natural thing, although 
undesirable. It feasts and 
grows solid in an existence 
on objectionabie actions of 
other people. 

A century ago, Ireland 
refused to give a potato 
harvest to its people and 
the starving Irish flocked 
to the U.S. They broughi'a 
lot of social manners the 
native Americans did not 
like, so they were isolated 
untit they cleaned up ‘their 
act. 

We black people have to 
do likewise and, when we 
do, we may not have to 
spend so much time in 
courts and legislative 
halls trying to get normal 
citizen rights coming our 
way. There are those with 
high, cultural learnings 
who flee from us.

Fighting Words. 


N'YORK CITY—As there 
are 4 words, critic, critical, 
criticism, and criticize, 
with fiterally the same 
meaning it is easy to dig 
the diverse judgment 
among critics. On the other 
side of the thought there 
are no set standards or 
criterion to become a 
critic. So who then is a 
Skilled judge of: literary, 
theatrical, or other artistic 
creations? The third part of 
the meaning of the word 
‘critic,’ “One Who. Judges 
Severely,” is more ap- 
propos of the caliber of 
criticism of the artistic 
scene today. Far be it from 
me to cry Racism because 
the raves of critics are 
most times not that full of 
adjectives when black 
Thespians go beyond the 
norm. However, | have ac- 
cepted as fact that the en- 
tertainment expectation 
and standard are -not-the 
same from a racial eye-ear 
point of view. Since most 
black artists are not 
judged by their peers, 
criticism of them is more 
critical from critics with a 
white Standard. In 
reviewing Sammy Davis 
Jr, star-cast in a re- 
juvenated revival of “Stop 
The World,” the city's big 
adjectives write tossers, 
tilled no soil for the growth 
of the production. Most of 
them. however, had to ad- 
mit that this total talent 
performer was “The 
Greatest Entertainer in the 
World.”

of Colored People“ 
Harassing Black Politicians 

The historical regularity with which black politicans 
tind themselves indicted or under investigation must 
be considered by and large, a national crisis. A com- 
prehensive study done by the Sacramento-based 
Committee on the Status of Minority Elected Officials 
has, not surprisingly, concluded that there is a: 
deliberate campaign of harassment that is being con- 
ducted. 

Furthermore, the deliberate harassment is 
especially disturbing because its surest targets are 
almost always. those black Politicans who refuse to 
compromise_with the system and seek fundamental 
changes in the American social structure and. at- 
titudes. 

The effect of this harassment, says the committee’in 
its report, The Dilemma of Black Politics, is to jeopar- 
dize objectives in this area. The extent of this threat is 
even more apparent when.we recognize that the numa; 
ber of black elected officials comprise less than one 
percent of the nation's total. 

That progress has been made in increasing the 
number of black office holders, there can be no 
doubt. In 1964, before ‘he passage of the Voting 
Righis Act, there were only 280 blacks in public of- 
fice. The number has steadily increased from 1,500 in 
1970 lto nearly 4,000 in 1976. 

Every black citizen knows, however, that the mere 
presence of one of their members in political office is 
no guarantee thaf these persons will represent their 
interests. As the committee explains, "There is a 
distinct difference between ‘Black politics’ and 
‘Blacks in polities.’ One seeks fundamental change 
while the other merely fills an office. 

Two recent, well-publicized cases involve 
Massachusetts Republican Sen. Edward W. Brooke 
and Michigan Congressman Charles Diggs. The an- 
nouncement by a Massachusetts district attorney that 
he will not indict the-nation's only black U.S. Senator 
on charges of giving wrong information in a divorce 
Proceeding was welcome news. But, Mr. Brooke, who 
faces a reelection battle for a third term in November, 
still must endure an investigation by a Senate commit- 
tee. . 

Congressman Diggs’ troubles are far more’ serious, 
He now awaits trial on charges of 35 counts of fraud 
and also for allegedly paying his private business em- 
Ployees with congressional payroll funds and taking 
kickbacks from staff members. Despite these charges, 
he triumphed in the recent ‘atic party primary 
in Detroit's 13th congressional district and is thus 
assured of another term. 

Not only is he the first black chairman of the 
important House District Committee which oversees 
Washington's operations, but he'is eminently active 
and effective as chairman of the House subcommittee 
on Africa. His international stature has been rightly 
earned, and any dimunition of his effectiveness 
would be a severe loss to Black Americans, Africans. 
and the international community at large. 

Noting the measure of sympathy and political sup- 
port that the indictment has stirred up for Mr. Diggs,

New FHA Mortgage Plan Opens 


» 


Door For Younger Home Buyers 


A new program of the US. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development called Graduated 
Payment monene (GPM) now 
makes it possible for many 
Americans to purchase homes 
more easily than in the past. 

Under GPM, prospective 
homeowners who expect their in- 
comes to increase can take ad- 
vantaae of lower monthly payments 
during the early years of a mort- 
gage when their salaries are small. 
in later years, when incomes would 
be expected to rise, monthly 
Payments would increase. 

“GPM is an immensely attractive 
new program,” says Lawrence B. 
Simons, HUD Assistant Secretary 
for Housing and Federal Housing 
Commissioner. 

“It is Carefully designed to help 
millions of families buy a home 
right now. Obviously, our art- 
ment is enthusiastic about GPM, 
and we at HUD— from the 82 field 
Offices around the country to 
headquarters here in Washington — 
want to help people participate.” 

The GPM program, tried by 
HUD/FHA on an experimental basis 
poginning November 1976, was 
revised and made permanent by 
‘legislation in October 1977. 

In-addition to establishing GPM 
on a permanent basis, the 
legistation authorized an increase 
in mortgage limits for FHA single 
family homes from $45,000 to 
$60,000 and reduced down- 
payments by nearly one-half. 

Under the GPM plan, buyer 
downpayments are reasonable. 
However, because the program 
stipulates that the mortgage 
amount cannot exceed 97 percent 
of the house value, including 
deferred interest, GPM down- 
payments “are generally ~ slightly 


. 


higher than under regular 
HUD/FHA Aegis oe 
programs, a un- 
der GPM, the downpayment is 
shout $3,000 depending on the 
plan. 

An additional benefit of the GPM 
plan is that most home buyers can 
deduct from income tax returns the 
entire mortgage payment in the 
early years of homeownership. 

Recent Government statistics 
illustrate the potential of a program 
that gives home buyers additional 
financial assistance. Data show 
that although 46 t of* U.S, 
families could rd to buy a 
median-priced home in 1970, only 
27 percent could do so in 1976. 
This dramatic drop is in direct 
proportion to soaring housing 
prices, with the median cost of a 
house rising from $23,000 in 1970 
to $49,000 in 1977. (The average 
cost of a home may be as high as 
$78,000 by 1981, according to the 
statistics.) 

A spokesman for the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board recently 
noted that the GPM method has the 
potential of increasing homeowner- 
ship by 2:5 million households. 

Five GPM plans are available and 
they differ in the rate at which the 
monthly payments increase (from 2 
to 7-1/2 percent per year), and the 
number of years over which the 
payments go up (5 or 10). The 
home buyer chooses a payment 
plan based on higher expected in- 
come over the period of the loan. 

In the early stages of the 
program, Plan lil (7-1/2 percent in- 
terest for five years), was chosen 
by approximately two-thirds of 
those applying for a GPM loan. 

Under a standard FHA-approved 
home mortgage, the monthly 
payment to—principalt-and interest 
on a $46,000 mortgage would be 


$367. Under GPM Plan iil, 
payments id 


payments 
would increase 7-1/2 percent, 
leveling off at $397 the sixth year 


and staying at that level for the. 


remainder of the mortgage. (This 
example assumes a 9 percent in- 
terest rate-on-—a-mortgage_of 30 
years.) 

Prospective homeowners can 
make application for the GPM plan 
through tags ayy HS FHA- 
approved lenders. When the lender 


agrees to make the loan, the ap- 
plication and supporting 


documents. are_then. forwarded to : 


the nearest HUD/FHA field office 
for review. Upon approval, the len- 
der arranges with the borrower fo 
the closing of the loan. ] 

Although-anyone. can. apply for 
the program provided he or she 
meets certain eligibility 
requirements, Assistant Secretary 
Simons points out that the GPM 
plan has greatest appeal to first- 
time buyers in the $15,000 to 
$25,000 income range and “it 
enables them to tailor their in- 
staliment payments to their ex- 
panding income.” 

In order for a prospective 
homeowner to be eligible for the 
GPM plan he or she must meet the 
following requirements: 

1. Satisfactory credit record 

2. Available cash downpayment 

3. Steady income, expected to in- 
crease 

4. Dwelling must meet or exceed 
HUD’s Minimum Property Stan- 
dards. 

“GPM can be a boon not only to 
young Americans who dream of 
owning their own homes,” says 
Simons, “but also to home building 
and related industries, and asa 
stimulant to the economy as a 
whole.”

Ella P. Stewart, 85, of 
Toledo, has been chosen 
as one of Ohio's “Out- 
standing Women." The 
State of Ohio Women's In- 
formation. Center recently 
announced the selection of 
21 Ohio women, honored 
for their achievements in 
their professions, commun- 
ities and organizations. 
The women illustrate a 
cross-section of the wealth 
of talent possessed by the 
women of Ohio. 

Mrs. Stewart has always 
been a shining star in her 
community and to black 
people. An aggressive and 
outstanding leader, she 
always worked both civicly 
and politically for all 
worthwhile projects, such 
as presschool activities for 
youngsters, elimination of 
delinquency, numerous 
interracial activities, in- 
creased education advan- 
tages, recreational 
programs and facilities and 
financial: aid to blacks, as 
well as other deprived 
groups. 

A forerummer of “the 
movement,” Mrs. Stewart 
was fighting, winning bat- 
tles for integration long 
before the civil rights war 
in the U.S. was declared. 

A noted personality 
throughout the state, 
nation and world, the 
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‘World Citizen’ Ella P. Stewart 4 
Chosen ‘Outstanding Ohio Woman’ 


charming Toledoan was 
the first black woman to 
graduate from the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh as a 
pharmacist, and was hired 
by the Youngstown 
General Hospital at a time 
when it was almost im- 


possible for blacks to get 
such jobs. And by the time 
she left, there were 40 
blacks working in various 
capacities at the hospital.

Diet Conscious? Meet Zucchini

Introducing the Zucchini! It is a dark green summer 
squash with greenish white flesh. Bland in flavor, it can 
be used in combination with many other foods. One half 
cup of zucchini will add Vitamin A, Vitamin C, and only 
15 calories to the diet. At this time of year, zucchini is 
not only a bargain nutritionally but also financially. From 
July to September zucchini is in-season and squash of 
the highest quality will be available at the lowest prices 
of the year. 

When choosing zucchini pick the smaller ones, less 
than 10 inches long. Younger squash is more tender and 
has a milder flavor than more mature squash. The skins 
and seeds of young squash need not be removed. Larger 
zucchini will usually have tough rinds and large seeds. 
The rind is not tender if your fingernail won't pierce the 
skin easily. The skin and seeds of hard-rinded squash 
should be removed before using. 

Zucchini does not store well. Buy only what you can 
use within a day or two.‘To store squash, sprinkle it with 
water and place” in’ the vegetable crisper of your 
refrigerator (45°F).

The school board was 
successful in intergrating 
the staff, but this caused 
additional problems for the 
black community. Those 
dedicated teachers who 
were effective and wanted 
to teach in innercity 
schools were forced to 
leave these schools in or- 
der to integrate all schools, 
and they were not replaced 
with teachers of like ex- 
perience. What has hap- 
pened is the inner-city 
schools have become a 
“proving ground” for starry 
eyed young white teachers 
fresh out of college. These 
teachers have not been 
taught to deal with people 
who are culturally dif- 
ferent. The school system 
does not support these 
teachers with staff 
development programs in 
classroom management 
and assistance .in func- 
tioning in a _ pluralistic 
cultural setting. These 
teachers should not be 
concentrated pre- 
dominately in inner-city 
schools but dispersed 
equally throughout’ the 
school system. 

Supt. Davis and the 
Columbus Board of 
Education have proven 
through action that. the 
black and poor white 
students are not a priority. 
Since it is obvious that the 
school board does not 
care about our children, 
we must take the 
n actions to in- 
sure that our children 
receive quality education.
